Big business men, after deny­ 
ing existence of monopoly, now 
admit its existence. 
The aver­ 
age business man is convinced 
th at ways of liberty are ways 
of peace and success as well. 
Our object is not to unset­ 
tle business or seriously break 
its established courses. 
We desire the new lawrs to be 
bulwarks of industry 
against 
the forces that have disturb­ 
ed it. 
Business waits for laws which 
will effectually prevent and pro­ 
hibit Interlocking of personnel 
of directorates of great corpora­ 
tions. 
This prohibition 
will 
bring 
new men. new energies, a spir­ 
it of initiative, new blood into 
the management of 
great en­ 
terprises.
